Vote on several million dollars’ 
worth of bonds for sewers at the 
September 5 primary probably will 
be asked by the sewers and drains 
committee of city council, it was 
learned at the city hall Friday fol- 
lowing announcement that the finance 
committee had approved a $1,500.000 


issue for waterworks, subject to yote 
of the people at the primary. 

Chief of Construction Hansell this 
morning will begin a survey of the 
city’s sewer system with a view to 
recommending to the committee at a 
special meeting next week the amount 
of money needed for improvements 
and extensions. 

Several Million Needed. 

“There is no doubt that several mil- 
lion dollars’ worth of new sewers are 
needed,” Mr. Hansell said Friday eve- 
ning, “but no one can know exactly 
how mtch until a complete survey 
has been made. We may need $2,- 
000,000 or we may need $10,000,000, 
for all anyone knows now, and I am 
inclined to believe it is nearer $10,- 
000,000 than $2,000,000, 

“It is a certainty that extensive 
improvements must be made,” he con- 
tinued. “The rains of this week 
that cavsed near flood conditions in 
several sections of the city gave unde- 
niable evidence of the need.” 

The city’s bonding limit this year 
would permit issuance of $7,000,000 
more bonds than have already been 
voted. The new $2,000,000 park pro- 
gram, already approved by mayor 
and council in due form to be sub- 


mitted to the people, and the water- | 


works program, in favor of which 
Mayor Walter A. Sims and a major- 
ity of council’ informally declared 
Friday, will consume half of the avail- 
able bonding power of the city, leav- 
ing $3,500,000 of bonding power 
which might be utilized this year for 
other purposes if the need were shown 
to the voters. 
Schools Need Money. 

It has been known for several 
weeks that the new school program 
can not be carried out without a sup- 
plementary bond issue but no move 
has been made by the board of educa- 
tion to secure a vote for more bonds.

DRUGEVILIS FOUND 
TO BE FLOURISHING 
NN ATLANTA PRISON 


Statement Issued From 
Department on Dope 
Conditions in Federal 
Prisons Throughout 
Country. 


Washington, July 6.—The drug evil 
was found to be flourishing in the 
Atlanta federal penitentiary upon a 
recent investigation by department 
of justice agents, a statement from 
th? department on dope conditions 
in federal prisons throughout the 
country issued here Friday stated: 
“A strict guard is being maintained 
in all federal penal institutions, es- 
pecially in the Atlanta penitentiary 
where the traffic was found to be in 
a flourishing stage when the investi- 
gation began,” the statement said. 

In the lengthy report made by the 
department the Atlanta institution 
was the only one singled out for par- 
ticular mention. At the present time, 
however, as a result of the drug cru- 
sade instituted by Heber H. Votaw, 
superintendent of prisons, conditions 
are better than they have been since 
the crusade was inaugurated a year 
ago, according to Votaw. 

Only 110 Prison Guards. 

“When the fact is realized,’ Vo-

taw said, “that at Atlanta there was 


more than 2,600 prisoners and but 110 | 


guards, it is marvelous that the gov- 
ernment has been able to cope with 
the situation as well as it has. 

“We bave a splendid system of 
checking up on all material received 
into the prisons, but occasionally some 
dope slips Ty, the drug evil is one 
of the most alarming situations that 
we must cope with, and it is a re- 
grettable fact that thous:nds of young 
men and women, too, are slaves to the 
habit. 

“If the federal government would 
establish a ninstitution for first of- 
fenders, we would be able to salvage 
many incipient human wrecks. As 
the situation is, however, these men 
and women who are just beginning 
to fall victims of the drug habit must 
be herded together with old offenders 
and incurable users of narcotic.” 


Votaw said that while he was not 
entirely satisfied with the progres: 
“f the government in its war on the 
cope evil in penitentiaries, yet he 
was certin that every human effort 


| had been made to remedy conditions. 


Pays Tribute to Guards. 


He paid a high tribute to the valor 
of the guards, who at low salaries 
risk their loves daily in ministering 
to the care of the prisoners. Many 
novel ways of smuggling dope into 
the federal prisons, including that at 


Atlanta, were discovered, ro how 


through means of presents from 
friends and relatives outside. 

Handkerchiefs, saturated in cocaine. 
were smuggled into prisons to dope | 
addicts. Sometimes, wives and sweet- 
hearts passed capsules of drugs to the | 
men in their farewell kisses. In other 
mstances, when infants were pressed | 
to the bars for a final cuddling by 
| prisoners, they were the innocent bear- 
ers of dope, secreted about their cloth- 
ing. Much dope ®as been smuggled 
into prisons concealed in the soles and 
heels of shoes. Now, no prisoner is 
permitted to enter a federal peni- 
tentiary until he purchases a new pair 
of shoes from the officials. Letters, 
too, were frequently found to contain 
cocaine hidden under the flap of the 
envelopues.

Famous Nevada Mining Camp 


Carson City, Nev., July 6.—Where 
gold-crazed miners once lurched down 
crooked streets, where fortunes were 
made and spent in as many hours, 
where hot desert winds swept more 
heat into a fiery mass of human be- 
ings, a million dollar fire swept Fri- 
day, practically destroying the fam- 
ous mining camp of Goldfield, Nev. 

What wag one time the largest gold 
camp in the west, with some 20,000 
to 30,000 inhabitants, became a mael- 
strom of flames, which swept before 
a ranging wind and rapidly licked up 
the business section of the city and 
hundreds of homes, shanties and de- 


serted shacks. 

The fire originated in the Brown- 
Harker garage, where some thirty or 
forty automobiles were burned. All 
the wires to Goldfield are down, and 
reports from surrounding towns are 
meager, 

The Goldfield hotel, largest building 
in the town, ig reported to have been 
saved, 


. Goldfield was dropped back into 
the wastes of the purple hills as sud- 
denly as it sprang into being. 

A wandering prospector years ago, 
caught in the desert and lost, fell 
to the ground exhausted and pawed 
the dirt aimlessly. Then his eyes 
glittered, he rubbed the rocks in his 
hands, jumped to his feet, frantic with 
joy; in hig hands he held gold. He 
struggled on to safety, and the gold 
rush started, Goldfield sprang up 
over night. a mushroom mining camp 
of the west.

Washington, July 6.—Liquor allow- 
ances to foreign ships in American 
waters under a decision today by the 


treasury will be based hereafter on

By this addition to the ship liquor 
regulations, a British-owned ship en- 
gaged exclusively in Italian trade 
will receive allowances of intoxicants 
sufficient to comply with the laws of 
Italy. If a vessel's passenger list 
and cargo come from several coun- 
tries, each of which has laws requir- 
ing liquor stores, the general med- 
ical supply will be granted and spe- 
cific provisions of the several laws 
will be met in addition. 

The decision resulted from represen- 
tations made by the owners of the 
Cunard liner Tuscania and the White 
Star liner Arabic through the British 
embassy. Each ship came in conflict 
with the laws of Italy requiring wine 
stores for steerage passengers and 
their owners appealed to this gov- 
ernment for relief.

what warm than cold air from 
above or from a cooler, perhaps 
grassy, place flows down or under} } 
and forces this warm air up. It 
takes some time by this process for 
the heated ground to warm an ap- 
preciable layer of the atmosphere. 

So. even after the heat from the 
sun begins to diminish, it is still 
more potent in warming the air 
than radiation is in cooling it. As 
the air becomes warmer, however, 
the radiation loss becomes greater, 
while the heating by the sun be- 
comes less, until at about a month 
after the highest sun the cooling 
becomes stronger than the heating 
and the temperature starts down. 

The same principles apply to the 
daily course of temperature, which 
shows 4a maximum two hours or 
more after noon. In an arid cli- 
mate the delay is not so great as in 
a humid climate, for the dry, bare 
ground heats and cools more 
readily.

MEAT PREVENTS AND 
CURES PELLAGRA. 

A full knowledge of the cause of 
pellagra is still lacking. This disease 
of the poorer people of France, Italy, 
and our southern states has been stud- 
ied by Drs. Goldberger and ‘Tanner. 
They have shown clearly that poor 
protein is largely responsible for this 
disease, and that meat (or milk) in ad- 
equate amounts will cure or pre 
vent it. 

Rickets ig a dietetic disease of child- 
hood awhich affects the bones. Sun- 
light, fat soluble vitamin, and a proper 
amount of calcium and phosphorus in 
the food all aid in preventing and 
curing the disecse. Meat is low in 
ecalc1um, put rich in phosphorous. 
Milk and green, leafy vegetables ar: 
used to help prevent this disease. If 
sufficient caleium and fat-soluble vita- 
min are included in the diet, there 
need be n> fear of meat giving rise to 
rickets. ‘This disease is frequently 
met in the case of the bottle-fed in- 
fant. Mellanby has shown that ani- 
mal fat and meat have a preventive 
action. 

Scurvy is a skin and bone disease 
generally associated with a lack of 
fresh fruits, fresh vegetables and fresh 
meats. Where these foods are eaten 
there need beno fear of scurvy. That 
fresh meat will prevent this disease 
has been shown by Dana on his trip 
around South America when fresh 
meat was the only food used during 
the time they did not have scurvy. 
The experience of Stefanson and 
Amundsen on their trips to the polar 
recions have demonstrated the sar-e 
fact. 

Meat aids in giving a good state of 
nutrition to the one who eats it. It 
is of positive benefit in preventing cer- 
tain diseases and in fortifying the 
body against others. It gives a feel- 
ing of. well being satisfaction and 
fitness to one who uses it properly 
It improves a diet of cereals and Veg- 
etables and makes jit adequate.

Junior university, experimental 
animals, that the so-ealled vegetarian 
diet, improved with nuts, results in 
under-sized individuals, impairs the 
reproductive processes, and leads to 
the end of the groups eating this diet 
with the third or fourth generation. 
The addition of meat to this same 
diet gave individuals of normal size 
strength and length of life and gave 
stability to the race. 

In addition to being wholesome, 
healthful, and nutritious, meat is a 
food that the family likes to eat and 
the housewife likes to serve. It is 
practically ready to be put on the 
stove when it comes from the meat 
market, and comparatively little care 
or skill are required in its cooking, 
Nearly every housewife can fry ham 
or bacon, broil steak, or roast beef. 
Once familiar with the less expensive 
cuts, such as the chuck, plate, round 
and brisket, the housewi e will find 
their preparation relatively easy, In 
general, meat is easily prepared for 
serving, and, although the housewife 
may not be familiar with the ways 
of cooking some of the less known cuts 
she can acquire the requisite knowl- 
edge very easily from many good 
recipe books. 


How to Learn the Different Cuts 
Of Meat and Their Uses 


Careful study of ea charts, per- 
sonal trips to the meat market, the 
choice of various cuts from duy te 
day, and the trying out of a variety 
of ways of preparing them are the best 
means by which the housewife can 
gain the most useful information, not 
only concerning the most advantageous 
methods of preparing the various 
cuts, but also concerning their rela- 
tive economy, 

The information, directions, sugges- 
tions, menus, and recipes given in 
recipe beoks are designed to assist the 
housewife who wishes not only to keep 
her food expenditures at a low figure, 
but also to prepare the most appetiz- 
ing meat dishes, and frequently to add 
some new dish to the family saeals, 
Factors Which Enter Into 
The Cost of Meat. 

Meat animals vary as to breed, age, 
sex, size and condition, This nat. 
urally results in different grades of 
meat. For example, a cow which 
has been used for the production of 
milk will not give as choice meat as 
a steer raised and fed for meat pur- 

ses, 

The housewife who may feel that 
the prices which she pays for certain 
cuts of meat, such as steaks, chops 
and roasts, are felatively high, does 
not always analyze the underlying 
reasons for such prices. In the first 
place, a beef animal gives only a little 
more than half of its live weight in 
dressed meat. When the dealer di- 
vides the meat into retail cuts, x.» 


must rim off the surplus fat and 


remove some of the bone. a 
Another factor which enters into 


the selling price is the great demand 
for the so-called “choice cuts.” In 
beef, these are the sirloin, porterhouse, 


and the prime rib 
roasts, They average only abour 
one-fourth of the total dressed weight, 
but usually bring as much in price 
as the other thre®-fourths of the 
aressed animal, This means that 4 
number of cuts, namely, the plate. 
brisket, shin, neck and parts of the 
shoulder or rump, sometimes may 
bring less per pound than the aver- 
age cost at wholesale of the whole 
snide. In general, the same ig true of 
veal, lamb and pork. 

In order that the demand for meat 
may be distributed more evenly over 
the whole meat animal, thereby avoid- 
ing loss from waste, shrinkage, epoil- 
age, and slow turnover, it ‘behooves 
the careful and watchful housewife 
to plan the family meals so that they 
frequently include these lower-priced 
cuts. As has already been stated, the 
nutritive value of the less known cuts 
is relatively just as high as that of 
loin and rib cuts, so that to use 
them is, indeed. true economy from 
every standpoint. 

By studying a meat chart for a few 
minutes, or asking the dealer a few 
questions, anyone can learn enough 
about the less expensive cutg to recog- 
nize and select them readily.

“There is no 
co-operation now between state and 
federal officials, and I believe we 
would get better results by placing 
the enfercement entirely in the hands | 
of the federal government.” 

Fred A. Dismuke, federal prohibi- 
tion dffector of the state, denied al- 
legations of the representatives that 
his agents were not receiving co-op- 
eration of officials in a majority of 
the counties. He named Lumpkin, 
home county of the repeal measure’s 
author, as one of the few counties re- 
fusing to co-operate, The government, 
he added, is opposed to any move to 
nullify the state dry law. 

“I do not expect to see another 
state in the Union follow the example 
of New York,” Senator Walter F.

“I suggest that fifty or one hun- 
dred talented children ranging from 
10 to 12 years up to 21, be selected 
from the various schools and chil- 
dren’s homes in Russia, brought to 
Moscow or Petrograd and put under 
the direction of.a teacher or manager, 
and then sent to the United States to 
give a series of at least 100 enter- 
tainments should net our organization 
at least $50,000 and possibly $100,- 
I have not consulted Limachar- 
sky or any of the soviet authorities 
on the subject, and have not figured 
on expense, but I am quite sure it 
would meet with a splendid reception 
in the United States and would net 
our work a-large sum of money, giv- 
ing us a splendid opportunity for 
propaganda concerning Russia.” 
Within the past year several Rus- 
sian troupes of artists have appeared 
in the United States. Before any 
such organization secures permission 
to leave Russia an agreement is made 
that one-third of the net funds be 
turned over to the soviet government 
for propaganda work. After [fry 
Bloor consults “soviet authorities” 
and makes the proper arrangements, 
we may look for the appearance of 
this troupe of children appealing for 
aid for the “starving and suffering” 
of their native land. 


It will be recalled that Charles 
|Harland, the Massachusetts youth 
‘Who had conscientious scruples about 
taking the fortune left him by his fa- 
ther, gave his fortune, something over 
a half million dollars, to the radicals. 
If newspaper reports are to ba credit- 
ed young Garland did not have the 
same “conscientious scruples” about 
maintaining two women in his “love 
nest,” for, it would seem, this is 
quite in harmony with what is called 
liberalism.” This money was turned 
over unconditionally to a corporation 
known as the American Fund = for 
Public Service. The directorate or, as 
they call it, the executive committee, 
is made up of Norman Thomas, Lewis 
Gannett, Robert Morss Lovett, Roger 
Baldwin, Harry F. Ward, James Wa.- 
den Johnson, Judah —1. Magnus, Scott 
Nearing, William Foster and Mary 
E. McDowell. All of these are active 
on the national committee of the 
American Civil Liberties union, an cr- 
ganization many times branded as diy 
loyal, Most of these persons during 
the war sought to obstruct this cous- 
try in every way possible. Baldwin 
served a term for his seditious work. 

The American Civil Liberties union 
is recognized as a “legal” organiza- 
tion of the illegal communist party of 
America, and its connection is re 
ferred to in a document read to the 
jury in the trial of Foster for crimi- 
nal syndicalism. The instrument 
which gives details of the communist 
plan to organize the labor deferse 
council, was secured by the govern 
ment at the time of the Bridgman 
raid. While the plans there set forth 
have been put into operation, full ce- 
tails were not known until this docu- 
ent was secured, 

Radicals’ “Sucker List.” 

The “sucker” list of the radica)s 
has been liberally used during the | 
past ten months to secure funds to| 
prevent the ldw taking its course in| 
the Michigan prosecutions. This | 
“sucker” list is a most interesting | 
document. Recently a gang of inter- 
national bunco man were convicted 
at Denver and all sent to jail, put) 
when it came to playing the peo- 
ple for easy money they were just 
plain pikers in the game. Had they 
ever discovered the ease with which 
radicals secure the coin, it is safe to 
say every one of them wouki be a 
radical leader and instead of serving 
in jail would. be basking in the lime- 
light of public approval. On one 
“sucker” list, the fourth name from 
the top appears that of the wife vf 
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a country-wide seale and sending depu- 
tations of militant workers to present 
demands on various governmental 
bodies. for the taking of such concrete 
steps as the removal of the anti-syn- 
dicalist laws and the enactment of 
special legislation against reaction.” 

The document goes into detail on 
the organization of a number of spe- 
cial departments. Under the heading 
of “Industrial,” political work is to 
be done. 

Turn back now to the article on 
the conference for progressive politi- 
cal action and note the relationship 
again between this movement and 
communisin, Under. the heading 
“Federations,” all foreign organiza- 
tions are to be handled to extend raitli- 
cal propaganda. 
is to be established to compile propa- 
ganda information to be used in argu- 
ments against the government and 
large industries. Judging from the 
presentation of “facts and figures” at 
the recent conference held in Chicago 
under the direction of Senator Robert 
La Follette on the railroad question, 
this “research bureau” of the com- 
munist party furnished the data. 
Under the department:-of “The 
Press,” # most elaborate plan is set 
forth for securing propaganda, with 
special stress being laid on that which 
wil] result in the abolition of all anti- 
syndicalism laws and enable com- 
munists more freely to preach their 
doctrines. ; 

Russian-Made Organization. 

This organization known as the 
labor defense council is a purely Rus- 
sian-made organization.. Its first prtr- 
pose was to secure money to prevent 
the conviction of communists arrested 
at Bridgman, but its work has been 
materially enlarged since it was 
formed in September, 1922. Within 
the past couple of months it has again 
flooded the nation with letters appeal- 
ing for funds. Yelling for money, it 
seems, is about the hest thing the 
gang does. One of the latest circulars 
issued right after the jury had failed 
of any agreement in the Foster case 
reads in part: 

“April 4, 1928, the day the jury 
was dismissed, unable to convict 
Foster, will go down in hsitory as a 
day of great victory and achievement 
for the working‘class. But the job 
is not yet finished. C. E. Ruthen- 
berg and his 30 co-defendants are yet 
to be tried. If Rutherberg or any o 
the others are convicted the gains won 
in the Foster trial will largely have 
been lost. The Herrin miners have 
finished their job. They followed up 
their first victory with another. They 
not only won, but they made it im- 
possible for the prosecution to con- 
tinue. 


It will be recalled that the jury did 
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convict Rutbenbers and that Foster» 
must stand another trial. 


If what happened at Herrin is a 
victory, then it is time true Americans 
became alive.to the situation. Oh, 
what crimes are being committed by 
radicals in the name of labor! They 
are fearful to contemplate, and yet 
how little is being done in this nation 
by lawabiding, loyal citizens—labor- 
ers, farmers, merchants, manufac- 
turers, banks, all—to stem the tide of 
sovietism ! | 

The real danger to constituted gov- 
ernment does not lie in the open work 
of communists, for they do no open 
work. Secret adepts of a_ secret 
movement that has. been inexistence 
for nearly 150 years, wrecking nations 
and destroying peace and prosperity, 
they work in the dark with subtle 
methods. On the surface and to dea! 


with the people are set up innumer- 
able movements and organizations 
with deceptive names, such as the 
Labor Defense Council, the League 


for Industrial Democracy, the Stu- 
dents’ Forum, Joint Amnesty Commit- 
tee, Fellowship of Reconciliation, Na- 
tional Bureau of Infermation and 
Education, and many others. 


Devious Ways of Securing Victims. 

Through these movements they en- 
ter manufacturing plants, counting 
rooms, labor unions, women’s organi- 
zations, farmers’ movements, schools, 
colleges, churches, lyceums, public 
forums—in fact, every walk of Ameri- 
can life—and with their underhanded 
methods they first implant in the 
minds of those who they thus reach 


distrust and unrest, then class-con- 
sciousness soon intensified into class- 
hatred. When this mental attitude ig 
established the victim is secure. He 
then becomes an adept to further the 
same work. 


One has but to loék around today 
to see the result. It is apparent on 
every side. Boys and girls of staid 
and solid families, whose fathers and 
mothers through earn *: effort laid the 
foundation for a great people, return 
from colleges saturated with what they 
term “industrial democracy,” the 
“pink” name for pure communism. 


This series of articles have set 
forth, in brief, some of the main fea- 
tures of the radical movement in the 
United States. It remains for the loyal 


people to refuse longer to be cowed | 


by the wild charges of “denial of the 
‘right of free speech,” the “denial of 
the right of free assemblage,” the 
vicious assaults on our cherished in- 
stitutions, and with one ‘aceord fight 
for the land made great by their fore- 
fathers, and against the insidious and 
serious menace today directed from 
the citadels of the communist leaders 
at Moscow.

WATCH THE TRAFFIC! 


Next week there will be several 
thousand visitors in Atlanta attend- 


ing the great Elks’ convention. 
While thousands of them will come 
by train from distant states, other 
thousands, from Georgia and the 
southeastern states, will journey to 
Atlanta by automobiles. 

Under normal conditions, when 
there are no conventions jn Atlan- 
ta, the streets at the hours of peak 
movements are congested, both in 
pedestrian and vehicular travel. 
The traffic problem, indeed, under 
usual, or normal conditions, is one 
of the most serious problems in 
Atlanta and challenges the most 
careful attention of the “enforce- 
Even then traffic 
accidents are so frequent that At- 
lanta’s streets are almost notorious- 
ly unsafe. 

Realizing these conditions in nor- 
mal times, it is not difficult to look 
ahead and picture just what the 
traffic situation will be in Atlanta 
next week, when probably 50,000 
visitors are here, and thousands of 
them in their own cars. 

It will be distressing if any seri- 
ous accidents occur, and yet they 
will occur unless there is a most 
rigid enforcement of the traffic 
laws, and unless sufficient traffic 
Officials are allocated to the cross- 
ings, not only in the centers but 
throughout the main thoroughfares, 
to, enforce the law and to direct 
and expedite traffic in an orderly 
manner. The latter is- of especial 
importance. By the orderly direc- 
tion of a traffic official who 
knows his business, jams can 
be very largely avoided, whereas 
through confusion, or inexperi- 
enced direction, the streets under 
conditions such as will exist next 
week can hold thousands jammed 
for hours within a few blocks. 

Every precaution should be taken 
first to avoid accidents by the most 
rigid and yet tactful enforcement 
of traffic laws; and second, to ex- 
pedite traffic by preventing right 
angle crossing jams, and other Jams 
liable to occur under the strain of 
such heavy congestion. 

It is to be hoped the visiting 
Elks will have a good time in At- 
lanta and that no incident shall mar 
the pleasures of the week, either 
for visitors or the home people. 
The surest way to assure this is to 
place sufficient men on the txaffic 
job. to properly and co-ordinately 
direct it. 
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LABOR BOARD WEAK. 

Will the public not construe the 
railroad labor board’s appeal to con- 
gress against the Pennsylvania rail- 
road as.an admission that it is un- 
able to enforce its decisions? 

It is unfortunate, for if the board 
can be, defied by the roads it can 
also be defied by the employees. 

The leaders of two of the big 
brotherhoods, the conductors and 
the trainmen, are to meet.*in Chi- 
cago on July 9 to formulate de- 
mafids for increased compensations. 

The action of the labor board 
must have a significant bearing on 
that meeting, for if the employees 
feel that the authority of the labor 
board is a negligible quantity the 
governmeént’s arm that is supposed 
to function becomes in reality 
functionless, and the whole con- 
troversy between the roads and 
their employees is thrown back 
into the same chaotic condition it 
was before the government as- 
sumed its harmonizing functions. 

President Harding has time and 
again made fis position very plain 
in the premises, and so has Attor- 
ney General Daugherty, They re- 
sent any defiance of the board, 
whether coming from the roads or 
the employees; and yet the board 
itself, by its own action, has weak- 
ened its position and practically 
defied the stiffening influence gf 
the administration. 

The whole trouble rests in the 
fact that congress failed to put 
teeth into that provision of the 
Esch-Cummings ° act establishing 
the labor board. It was apparent- 
ly afraid’ to adopt any compukory 
methods, no doubt appraising the 
political side of the question as it 
related to the workers. Results, 
however, have demonstrated that 
the board as constituted, with an 
unsteady authority that not even 
the president has been able, to 
Strengthen, is as unpopular with 
‘the rail workers as with the execu- 
tives, or perhaps more so. 

There is no doubt a growing 
sentiment in favor of compulsory 
barbitration.” Public sentiment is a 
powerful factor, tender and sensi- 
tive but potential, and public opin- 
ion is beginning to demand public 
protection, and® the paramountcy 
of public interest. 

Public opinion is unhesitatingly 
Saying today, “if the voluntary SyS- 
tem of settling disputes in public 
utilities fails, then in the interest 


of the public apply more drastic 
measures.”

A nurse trained in the modern high- 
brow training school receives about 
as much medica] instruction ag the 
physician of a generation ago re 
ceived. There are many excellent phy- 
sicians and specialists practicing to- 
day, eminent in their communities or 


their respective fields, who had ony 
two terms of study in medica] school, 
and very short and simple terms they 
were, too. There are more who had 
three terms. Nowadays the medica] 
student must first have a complete 
four-year high school course, then 
two years of college study, and then 
four years of medical schooling. 


Brooklyn physician asks whether 
I am aware that nurses are engaged 
in the actual practice of medicine 
nowadays — diagnosing and writing 
regular prescriptions. He mentions 
a nurse who conducts the hospital or 
first aid room of a big bakery and 


says she averages twelve prescriptions 
per diem; another in a similar capa- 
city in a shoe factory writes about 
eight’ or ten prescriptions daily at 
10 cents per scribum, These are in 
the Italian and Greek sections of the 
city, he says. 

The New York state health depart- 
ment, for one illustration, not only 
employs nurses to do the work of phy- 
sicians in the state, but trains nurses | 
especially for such work. The big 
hotels, stores “and manufacturing 
plants throughout the country employ 
nurses to act as doctors, 

The publie schools employ ‘nurses 
who do more or less diagnosing and 
some little prescribing — not neces- 
sarily drugs, though they often do 
prescribe drugs, but treatment for the 
ailments of pupils who come under 
their care. These little doctors con- 
sider it entirely proper, and their 
employers do, too, to prescribe for 
minor ailments or for such conditiong 
as the nurses encounter in their daily 
work, Officially, of course, no sucg 
numse would think of doing such a 
thing, but they do it and it is all 
right. The school nurse who exam- 
ines a pupil and decides whether the 
pupil shall be excluded from the 
swimming pool or allowed to go in 
swimming with the others of the class, 
diagnoses, does she not? She uses 
her medical skill to determine or de- 
cide-whether the sore throat or coryza 
or whatever it may be is communi- 
cable. She doesn’t require the guid- 
ance of a physician for such trivial 
matters. 


Nowadays all kinds of healing cults 
are appealing to the public; most of 
them are finding plenty of patrons 
and supporters. Is it the proper con- 
cern of the medical profession to pre- 
yent such cults from being exploited? 


Certainly not. It is the duty of the 
medical profession, however, to warn 
or ‘instruct the public, then if the 
ublic wants to have some new- 
angled healing cult, let the public 
have it. The day of the little doctor 
is here and nothing is gained by rail- 
ing about it. -The public likes ‘em 
that way.

Sterilizing Hair Brushes. 

Necessary to sterilize hair brushes 
before using them? (Ff. G. E.) 

Answer—Some shipments of bristles 
from Asia carried the spores of bacilli 
of anthrax into this country and spo- 
radic cases of anthrax in men who 
purchased and used the shaving 
brushes made from. such bristles 
caused some alarm. Whether hair 
brushes might have been made from 
such bristles, I do not know. Any 
such brush may be sterilized by soak- 
ing it in a strong solution of formalin 
(liquor formaldehyde), say one ounce 
of the standard liquor (40 per cent.) 
in six ounces of water, agitating the 
brush occasionally, for 24 hours, then 
rinsing it thoroughly before using it. 
Hair brushes may be sufficiently 
cleansed ordinarily by a thorough 
washing with hot water and soap, and 
drying in the sun if possible—the 
hair brush should receive such cleans- 
ing at least as often as the hair is 
washed or shampooed, A few of the 
better makes of hair brushes are ster- 
ilized by boiling without harm. 

Every Week, 

Ben Told shouldn’t wash my hair 
every week, as it takes the growth 
out of it. «Is it all right for a girl 
of 16 to sleep with a lady of 70 years 
that has feeble health? (RUTH.) 

Answer—lIf the scalp is exceedingly 
oily, or covered with dandruff, it is 
all right to wash the hair at least 
once a week, and it will not spoil the 
growth, Two persons should not sleep 
together because each disturbs the 
other’s rest, and if one contracts any 
communicable diseas# the other is 
likely to get it. It makes no differ- 
enee about their ages or their phy- 
sical vigor—myths about such factors 
need not worry you.

| Mayor Walter A. Sims Friday aft-

the suburbs of College Prk, 
Point and Hapeville to the city of 
Atlanta. 

The meeting was called following 
‘an open hearing of the annexation 
proposal before a special committee 
of general council appointed at the 
last regular session Monday. 

Delegations of citizens and publie 
officials from the three affected sub- 
urbs appeared before the committee 
to urge passage of the resolution, 
prepared by Councilman Edgar Wat- 
kins, providing for annexation on. the 
Same terms as applied to the annex- 
ation of Kirkwood recently. 

The resolution will be incorporat- 
ed in a charter amendment and sub- 
mitted to general assembly after its 
assage Monday by general council. 
t was indicated Friday that pas- 
sage would be by unanimous vote. 

\Under terms of the proposed amend- 
ment, all publie property owned by 
the three municipalities included in 
the merger will .become the property 
of the city of Atlanta, including 
schools and other public buildings. 
he city of Atlanta will assume all 
bonded indebtedness, which amounts 
in all to about $188,000 and all the 
gurrent indebtedness, which it is es- 
timated. will run up to about $200.- 
000, the total obligations incurred 
by the city in the merger. Atlanta will 
extend its schools, fire, police, water- 
works, sanitary and other public ser- 
vice systems to include all the an- 
nexed territory on the same basis as 
was done when Kirkwood was annex- 
ed. The additional population ac- 
sarod by the city will be about 21,-

Declaring that charges to the ef- 
fect that the federal department of 
agriculture has ceased to co-operate 
with the Georgia department of agri- 


culture, mage in a resolution recent- 
ly introduced in the house of repre- 
sentatives by Representative Bannis- 
ter, of Thomas, are false, Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture J. J. Brown on 
Friday issued a statement in reply to 
the accusations contained in that reso- 
lution. 

In his statement, Mr. Brown lists 
five-or six distinct phases of acfiv- 
ity in which the federal department 
is co-operating with the state depart- 
ment, including» hog cholera control, 
combatting ingect pests, control of 
curculio in the peach industry, devel- 
opment of the pecan industry, market 
news service, inspection service on 
peach and melon shipments to prevent 
fraud by consignees, pure food inspec- 
tion ete. ' 

Blames “Political Enemies.” 

The commissioner asserts that per- 
sons disgrulttled over failure to ob- 
tain positions under the department, 
and political enemies, are responsi- 
ble for “insinuating resolutions,’ and 
demands for investigations of the de- 


partment. ; 

Representative Bannister’s resolu- 
tion would withhold state appropri- 
ations from the department for a B 
riod of five years, declaring that™it 
is more of a “political machine” than 
a department of agriculture, and as- 
serting that it is of “no use to the 
farmers.” 

The reply by Commissioner Brown 
also points out that the legislature 
of 1922 made a complete investigation 
of the department, had an audit of 
the books made, and its report com- 
pletely exonerated the department of 
all charges against it. 

Brown's Statement, 

Commissioner Brown’s statement, in 
full, is as follows: 


Replying to the resolution introduced in 
the general assembly by the Hon. H. R. 
Banister representative of Thomag county, 
I bez leave to submit the following state- 
ment of facts relative to said resolution: 

In the first paragraph Mr. Banister 
uses the words: 

‘“‘Whereas, the shin-plaster remedies pre- 
scribed by quack political doctors have 
failed to produce any permanent relief.” 

As to this charge, which is a mere 
opinion of Mr. Banister or those assisting 
him with the resolution, I have Lo reply 
to make, except to say that we will leave 
the answer to this portion of the resolu- 
tion to the peonle of Georgia who are be- 
ing served through, the various sub-depart- 
ments of the department of agriculture. 

In the gecond paragraph, Mr. Banister 
uses these words: 

‘‘Whereas, the federal government, two 
years ago, severed connection with the 
present department of agriculture main- 
tained by this state, upon the ground that 
said department has been diverted from 
the original channel responsible for its 
ereation and turned into a vast political 
machine.”’ 

Erroneous Claims, 

Y desire to state that this entire para- 
graph is absolutely erroneous, misleading 
and without a scintilla of foundation or 
fact. On the other hand, the indisputable 
facts are that the department of agricul- 
ture is co-operating with the federal de- 
partment of agriculture in five separate 
and distinct lines of agricultural work in 
this state: 

First, the federal government, fhe Geor- 
gia department of agriculture and the 
State, College of Agriculture have the 
closest and most complete crop estimate 
bureau, which has been in actual opera- 
tion under supervision of Mr. Pettit, chief 
of the bureau for a number of years. As 
to the truthfulness of this department ever 
undertaking to use said bureau in a polit- 
ical way, I leave absolutely to the chief 
supervisor, Mr. Pettit, who represents the 
federal government in this co-operative re- 
porting service. 

Since I assumed the dutles as commission- 
er of agriculture, the Georgia department 
of agriculture, through the federal de- 
partment, has had a close co-operative 
agreement which has been perfectly sat- 
isfattory, s# far as I know, both to the 
state and the federal department: We are 
co-operating, in perfect harmony, with the 
federal bureau of animal industry in hog 
cholera control, the eradication of tuber- 
culosis and all other contagious and infec- 
tious diseases affecting animals. 

The state board of entomology, of which 
of agriculture is made 
is closely co-operating 
in the work against the ravages of in- 
pests. While to mention al! lines 
of the work would be too tedious, it will 
suffice to say that, at Fort Valley, the fed- 
eral board of entomology is co-operating 
with the state board of entomology in a 
destructive fight against the ravages of 
the cureulio which once threatened -the 
peach industry of this 
state, and are jointly maintaining headquar- 
ters at Fort Valley. We are perfectly 
willing to leave it to the peach growers 
of Fort Valley and to the federal authori. 
ties as te how well and fairly the state 
board has co-operated. 

Co-operative Arrangement, 

We also have a co-operative arrangement 
between the federal and state governments 
in the work of fighting many of the se- 
rious pests that are affecting the pecan 
industry in the pecan growing belt of this 
state and no eevering of these connec- 
tions has ever been intimated in any way 
and this co-operation will, no donbt, con- 
tinne as long as it is. necessary in the 
work of eradicating the insect pests that 
affect these industries. 

In connection with our pure food de- 
partment, .we have a co-operative working 
agreement with the federal food division, 
under which we handle co-operatively all 
food and feed products sold in the state 
of Georgia. This co-operative agreement 
between the federal and state food depart- 
ments has operated, during my entire ad- 
ministration, in perfect harmony and I 
challenge the author of this resolution 
t> produce evidence from the federal au- 
thorities to the contrary. 

We also have a_ friendly co-operative 
working arrangement between the state drug 
and narcotics department and the federal 
government and no irregularities, or dis- 
satisfaction hag ever been reported to me 
in connection with this branch of the work. 

We have a co-operative marketing news 
service on peaches and melons that is now 
being maintained by the federal and state 
departmerts of agriculture, which collects 
wire reports from all the principal mar- 
kets of the country daily and distributes 
them to all farmers ard growers interested 
in the marketing of these products, We 
will leave to the judgment of the ship- 
pers themselves as to the value of such 
service in keeping them posted as to the

Loading and Inspecting. 
We are also maintaining a close 
operative work between the federal 
state of agriculture 


to protect the shippers 
asainst eny unjust claims that might be 
made aveinst the grower after his peaches 
and melons had gotten beyond his juris- 
diction. This service hag been of the 
closest and most friendly nature and we 
feel confident that the growers, who avail 
themselves of it, can only speak in the 
highest terms of the efforts put forth by 
this co-operative service. 

In connection with the above co-opera- 
tive work, I feel that f will be of in- 
terest to those concerned to know that 
the gtate department of agriculture and 
the State College of Agriculture have 
reached a perfect agreement and adjusted 
all differences that have existed for the 
past 15 years between these two great 
institutions, and they now have a thorough 
co-operative working agreement in con- 
nection with all of the branches of the two 
institutions. The lines of demarkation be- 
tween the administrative and educational 
work of these two institutions have been 
clearly defined and agreed upon, and the 
state department and the State College 
of Agriculture are blending every effort 
in the successful handling of all problems 
that affect Georgia’g agriculture. While 
the state department of agriculture re- 
ceives its appropriations only from funds 
derived from -special taxes for the pur- 
pose of maintaining its department, at the 
same time the State College of Agriculture 
receives, through. the Smfth-Lever fund, 
the larger portion of its appropriation for 
its extension service, we feel that it is 
very gratifying, indeed, this being a fed- 
eral appropriation, that the state depart- 
ment of agriculture and the State College 
of Agriculture have perfected a line of 
work that is proving satisfactory, eo far 
as we know, to the federal government, 
the State College of Agriculttire and the 
Georgia department of agriculture.

The hearing was set by this 
joint committee and a full and complete 
detail was given the committee, and the 
auditor who had been employed by the state 
at various times to audit the department of 
agriculture was also brought before the 
committee to give account of the workings 
of the department as he had found them 
under the audits he had made.

Survey of Experts. 

Lest we forget, I desire to call to the 
attention of the people that, in addition to 
al. other resolutions, charges, imsinuations 
and investigations, the _ retiri adminis- 
tration brought into the state experts 
from Chicago, who had access to all rec- 
ords and books of the department of agri- 
culture for a period of approximately three 
weeks and failed to impress the general 
assembly, or the public, with a scintilla of 
evidence against the administration of the 
affairs of the department of agriculture 
and. just passingly, I would liike for the 
public to know just what it cost the tax- 
payers of the state to bring those public 
auditors to the state. 

The chairman of the budget committee, 
employed an auditor to go over the various 
departments and requested the department 
of agriculture to furnish a full and com- 
plete statement of its appropriations and 
expenditures to this committee and auditor 
and no criticism, so far as I have been 
able to learn, was made of the department 
by this auditor, but, on the other hand, 
the anditor stated to me frankly that the 
books of the department were in excellent 
condition 

I regret the necessity of having to make 
these explanations, and confide in the jus- 
tice and fair-minded public.

In his two apearances in the U. §. 
open, he failed to get moving at his 
best stride. That he is capable of golf 
of the dazzling kind is proved by his 
third round at Troon, in this year’s 
British open, when he brought in a 
card of 69, tying the course record set 
by MacDonald Smith only a_ short 
time betore. He has displayed simi- 
iar stretches of super-fine play on 
several other occasions since coming 
to this country, but he has had the 
misfortune not to get going at his best 
gait in our open championship. 

Kirkwood is not a particularly 
pleasing stylist, but his game is 
sound. He uses a very flat swing, 
and generally keeps the ball low, and 


‘has shown fine skill in playing into 


‘the wind. 


Lying as it does, right on

Cripples Farm Work. 

At that time of the day all of the 
mules, horses and cows were out 
of the barn and most of the prisoners 
were working in the fields. However, 
there was a big loss of hogs, about 
sixty, and many of them very fine. 
Practically the entire crop of grain 
was destroyed and there had been a 
good yield this year—4,000 bushels of 
outs, 300 bushels of wheat. A large 
amount of corn, hay, fodder and other 
feedstuff and some farming machinery 
were also destroyed. 

The loss is a great blow to the 
state’s interests here, for it completely 
wipes out the shelter and food for the 
livestock and discommodes farming 
operations right at the busiest season. 

Some insurance was carried, though 
not sufficient to cover loss of build- 
ing. Insurance on the structure is 
included in the blanket policy carrie: 
by the state on its public properties 
and the prison commission had $2,125 
insurance on the contents. 

The fire eaused much excitement 
among the inmates. and was visited by 
hundreds of autos from the city. 

This makes the second fire loss 
snffered by the state here in the pas?

_ Chicago, July 6.—Nervousness over 
likelihood .of serious damage sy Llack 
rust had a good deal to do with a late 
upturn which took place today in the 
value-of wheat, The market closed 
firm, 3-4 to 1 1-8 cents net higher, 
September 103 1-8 to 108 1-4, and 
December 106 1-4. .

At first, the wheat market appeared 
to be much more influenced by reports 
of the excellent progress of the winter 
wheat harvest than by black rust 
danger with which the spring <rop was 
threatened. Conditions where harvest- 
ing was going on were declared ideal, 
and the weather forecast pointed to nv 
obstacle in sight against rapidly wind- 
ing up field work in Kansas, Missouri 
and. Nebraska. With receipts in the 
southwest enlarging, and with ex port- 
erg and speculators showing no eager- 
ness to buy, the market readily de- 
clined under the price of the Septem- 
ber delivery, equaling the seascn’s low 
price record of 101 1-2, Rallies, which 

gan at this stage in the wheat mar- 
et, attained considerable momentum 
as the end of the day drew near, and 
traders who had previously been on 
the selling side endeavored to even up 
accounts. Reports that weather in 
the spring crop belt was perfect for 
developing black rust were given re- 
newed attention, and were supplement- 
ed by comments from a trade authori- 
ty here that apprehension as to Dos- 
sible damage was fully justified, inas- 
much as the rust can accomplish more 
harm, and do it more rapidly, than 
any other scourge knewn.

Banker Predicts C ontinued — 


Good Business for Months.

New York, July 6.—Traders hold- 
ing long stocks were decidedly hope- 


ful up to noon when the bears ap- 
peared on every dullness and used 
Delaware and Hudson as a battering 
ram to smash the market as a 
whole., 

Delaware and Hudson was forced 
down to a new low record for the 
year and a few industrial shares were 
soft. But the rails did not follow 
and within an hour the market was 
again quiet. 

President McReynolds, of the Chi- 
cago Continental and Commercial 
bank, after spending a few days here 
and afterward making extensive in- 
quiries in the west regarding general 
business conditions and the outlook,

“I can see nothing ahead that will 

prevent good business at least into 
spring. I do not believe we will do 
tremendous business because we prob- 
ably passed the peak.

Amster proposes that’ instead of 
paying for their own mistakes, the 
New Haven bond and stockholders 
dump their burden on the freight 
and passenger rate paying publie of 
New England, and on the connecting 
trunk line roads. 

Not so many years ago, New Ha- 
ven, with far less business than it 
now handles, was so prosperous that 
its bonds and stocks were the aristo- 
erats of the railroad world. If the 
New Haven bond and stockholders 
are made to pay for their mistakes 
by an old-fashioned reorganization, 
New Haven can régain its lost pres- 
tige with shippers, travelers and se- 
curity holders.

Dublin, Ga., July 6.—(Special.)— 
As a climax to what is called by 
members of the Jefferson Davis High- 
way association, the most enthusiastic 
meeting of that body held since its 
organization, a resolution was passed 
tentatively fixing the general route 
of the memorial road from Abbeville 
The resolution proposed 
by Dudley Smith, of Dodge county, 
calls for the routing of the highway 
via Abbeville, Eastman, Dublin, 
Wrightsville, Louisville, Wrens and 
Augusta. 

The meeting was called to order in 
the Laurens county courthouse at 11 
o'clock this morning by E. G. Sim- 
mons, president of the Dublin Cham- 
ber of Commerce. Judge J. E. Burch, 
of this city, was elected chairman of 
the meeting, and W. H. Proctor, sec- 
retary of the chamber of commerce, 
secretary. More than 75 delegates, 
representing every county along the 
proposed route, were jin attendance. 

Isidor Gelders, general secretary of 
the Jefferson Davis Highway associa- 
tion, made the opening address of the 
meeting, in which he traced something 
of the history of road building in the 
south and gave a series of reasons 
why the highway should be construct- 
ed- as a memorial to the great chief 
of the Confederacy. 

“It was along this general route,” 
declared Mr. Gelders, “that Jeffer- 
son Davis spent the last days before 
his capture by federal forces. It was 
but eight miles from Abbeville where 
the great chief spent the last night 
before he was made a prisoner. 

Traveled Road. 

“For days before that he traveled 
along this road. Because of the tra- 
ditions of the. old south wrapped in 
this strip of land no better, or more 
lasting memorial could be erected to 
Jefferson Davis.” 

Mr. Gelders explained that from 
his home town, Abbeville, the road is 
to brarch to both Augusta and Sa- 
vannah. Fixing the route to Au- 
gusta was the principal purpose of 
the meeting here today.

BAFFLES POLICE 


Hot Springs, Ark., July $.—J. BE. 
Westover, 65, Vander Taylor, 30, and 
McKinley Johnson, 25, are dead to- 
night as the result of a triple tragedy 
enacted within the house occupied by 
Taylor and his companions. West 
and Taylor were shot through the 
heart, Johnson was shot in the back, 
the bullet coming out just over the 
heart, While his two companions 
were instantly killed, Johnson lived 
two hours afterwards, A pistol was 
in Westover’s hand. The _ shooting 
took place about 3:30‘o’clock. 

Chief of Police Sullivan and Detec- 
tive Akers, who, conducted the in- 
quiry were not definitely satisfied to- 
night that there was not a fourth 
man at the scene of the shooting. Ex- 
cept for the fact that the three men 
were each killed with three bullets, 
and each shot in such a fatal spot and 
with a single pistol, it might be re- 
garded, said the chief of -police, as a 
drunken brawl. 

The three men, companions, had 
been on a fishing trip recently. West- 
over and Taylor had families but were 
separated from them. Johnaon had 
no family. There was moonshine 
whisky found buried about an out- 
house of the Taylor home, 

Neighbors had seen no other per- 
son about the premises than the three 
men and no person was seen leaving 
after the shots were fired. Two shots 
were fired rapidly, and then one other 
later. 

Westover was found dead kneeling 
and his body half reclining on the bed 
in his room and a 88 calibre pisto! 
clutched in his hand. Taylor was 
shot through the heart as he sat in a 
rocking chair in his room, and his 
head leaned over on his side when 
first discovered. Johnson was shot 
in the back, the bullet coming out 
through his left lung and directly 
over the heart, and never had a 
chance of recgvery, though he lived 
for two hours. 


Mortality Rate 


Among Negroes 
Now 17 per 1,000 


Washington, July 6—The mortal- 
ity rate among negroes in the United 
States now is 17 per 1,000, or 70 per 
cent, greater than among whites, ac- 
cording to a report issued today by 
the interior department based upon 
statistics collected by Howard um- 
versity. 

“The figures further show,” the re- 
port said, ‘that while the colored phy- 
sicians and surgeons increased only 
633, or 23.7 per cent., in the last ten 
years, the number of colored under- 
takers has increased during the same 
period by 605, or, 60.9 .per cent. 

“Students of this situation attri- 
bute the constant increase in col- 
ored undertakers to the insufficient 
number of physicians to apply pre- 
ventives against diseases and to care 
for the afflicted.”

NEW PROCESS AIDS 
WAR ON BOLL WEEVIL 


Schenectady, N. Y., July 6.—Bi:-- 
lions of busy boll weevils, happily 
nibbling millions of dollars annually 
out of the American cotton crop 
Thursday, little know what is a 
store for them. 

Scientists have “taken the evil out 
of the weevil.” 

By a new process, just perfected, 
it is possible to produce calcium arse- 
nate, the most deadly boll weevil 
weapon known to farmers, both eco- 
nomically and abundantly by elec- 
trolysis, it has been announced. 

Research workers declare that this 
will make available within the next 
few years such quantities of calcium 
arsenate that, at a comparative low 
cost to the cotton grower, the spray- 
ing of cotton plants will unquestio.- 
ably become universal. 

The boll weevil cannot be entireiy 
eliminated by the new process. It 1s 
now too late for that. Expertst ad 
mit he’s one of the “always with 
us” fraternity. But he can now be 
reduced to a negligible factor, they 
declare. 

Experiments in the production of 
calcium arsenate’ electro-chemically 
have been going on for months at the 
research laborities of the General 
Electric company here, conducted by 
A. M. Kennedy, of the Alabama Pow- 
er company, who first conceived of 
this method of producing anti-weevil 
ammunities in 1920. 

His final tests were made this 
spring, showing that calcium arsenate 
produced by electrolysis is identical 
with the product heretofore com- 
pounded by the more expensive chemi- 
cal method. Commercial tests will! 
be conducted this summer, but the 
process is so new that little can be 
done toward aiding this year’s cot- 
ton crop. 

The boll weevil menace increases, 
and hag international aspects in that 
English experts predict a cotton fam- 
ine in England as the slump in the 
American supply continues. 

In the period from 1901 to 1905. 
America exported an average of 
just over 7,000,000 bales of cotton 
yearly. 

For the season of 1923, only 2,500- 
800 bales will be exported. In 1913, 
the ravaging insect spoiled 25 per 
cent of the crop, and in 1921 ate 35 
per cent. 

Spread Over Entire South 

In the past 15 years, the boll weevil 
has spread over the entire south, leav 
ing ruin behind him. He contributed, 
however, to changing the south from 
we agricultural to a manufacturing 
elt 

Dr. B. R. Coad, working under a 
government appropriation, discovered 
a few years ago that calcium arse 
nate, before that an _ ignonimous 
chemical product, was valuable in 
fighting him. Last year about 208.- 
OSO acres of cotton were dusted by 
922 growers, and the average gain 
from dusting was 339 pounds of seen 
cotton per acre, 

It was, however, an expensive prop 
osition. The Kennedy process cos*s 
the farmer 25 pet cent less than does 
the powder now in use, it is declared. 

Kennedy has been proceeding on 
the knowledge that the south is well 
equipped with hydro-electrical re- 
sources, assuring an ample supply of 
electric power for the calefum arse- 
nate plants which he feels certain will 
come into existence when the new 
precess is put to commercial use.

School books for the third and 
fourth grades probably will be pur- 
chased by the city this year on the 
same plan as were those for the first 
and second grades last year, Mayor 
Walter A. Sims stated Friday when 
informed that the board of education 
has no funds with which to pay for 
them.
